The  accompanying-  illustration  is  from  a photograph  taken  to  demonstrate  what  the  nec- 
essary quantity  of  water  will  do  for  a dahlia  in  a dry  time.  After  one  flower  had  nearly 
opened  on  this  plant  it  appeared  to  come  to  a standstill.  Buds  died,  the  foliage  grew  bushy, 
lacked  & lively  color,  and  no  more  buds  appeared.  I immediately  pulled  up  a ridge  of  soil 
a little  away  from  the  plant,  forming  a reservoir  that  held  two  pails  of  water.  The  plant  was 
then  supplied  with  four  or  five  ten-quart  pails  of  water  every  third  day  until  rain  came. 

When  this  photo  was  taken  there  were  seven  full  flowers,  two  half  open,  and  nine  buds  that 
showed  the  color  of  the  flower  more  or  less.  Three  of  these  flowers  measured  7 inches  in 
diameter  and  all  the  others  over  5 inches. 

Very  few  people  realize  the  quantity  of  water  needed  to  carry  a dahlia  through  a dry 
period.  Not  only  does  a dahlia  absorb  the  moisture,  but  the  dry  ground  around  also  draws 
on  the  supply. 


First  of  all  I wish  to  thank  my  customers  and  friends  for  favoring-  me  so  liberally 
with  their  orders  the  past  season,  and  for  the  many  letters  of  appreciation  of  my  efforts  to 
please  them.

I solicit  your  continued  patronage,  and  I assure  you  that  I shall  endeavor  to  pleas*  every 
person  who  intrusts  his  orders,  whether  large  or  small,  to  my  care. 

The  dahlia  season  this  year,  as  far  as  my  experience  is  concerned,  was  very  favorable 
in  the  early  part,  but  later  it  was  the  reverse  of  the  year  previous,  being  very  dry  throughout 
September. 

The  killing  frost,  which  came  about  three  weeks  earlier  this  year  than  the  previous  one, 
played  havoc  with  late  planted  stock  and  prevented  me  from  making  exhibits  at  some  of  the 
late  dahlia  shows  where  I usually  have  exhibited. 

However,  I succeeded  in  capturing  nearly  all  the  first  prizes  I entered  for  at  the  various 
dahlia  shows  that  I attended. 

TO  THE  BEGINNERS,  or  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  culture  of  the  dahlia: 
It  would  be  a great  pleasure  to  have  a long  talk  with  you  on  the  subject  of  growing 
dahlias,  the  one  flower  of  which  I have  made  a study  for  years,  and  which  I grow  exclusively, 
and  of  the  pleasure  and  pastime  derived  from  their  care,  from  the  time  they  are  planted 
until  the  harvesting  of  the  bulbs  in  the  fall. 

First,  the  new  plant  appears  above  the  ground;  then  the  leaves  begin  to  unfold,  and 
the  plant  begins  to  take  on  the  shape  of  a small  tree. 

In  an  amazingly  short  time  a bud  will  be  seen.  Then  your  interest  and  curiosity  will 
increase  as  you  daily  watch  the  growth  of  the  bud  and  the  unfolding  of  the  petals  as  they 
open  to  view'  a most  marvelous  combination  of  bright  and  glowing  clor  that  no  plant 
except  the  dahlia  has  ever  produced.  As  the  plant  increases  in  size,  and  the  branches 
appear,  buds  will  be  seen  on  every  branch,  and  branches  from  branches  start,  and  more 
and  more  buds  grow,  and  more  flowers,  until  the  whole  plant,  nearly  as  high  as  your  head 
(and  some  times  higher),  is  covered  with  the  beautiful  symmetrical  flowers. 

No  description  on  paper  or  imagination  has  ever  fully  pictured  the  beauty  of  the  flowers 
of  the  dahlia,  or  the  combination  of  the  colors  brought  out  in  the  new  creations  of  this 
popular  flower. 

I have  endeavored  to  give  you  a few  hints  on  the  most  important  points  of  dahlia 
cultivation,  which  can  be  found  on  another  page  of  this  catalogue,  and  hope  it  will  be  of 
service  to  you.

FROM  MY  OWN  PERSONAL  EXPERIENCE  I And  that  manure  from  the  cow  or  sheep 
stable  is  the  best  for  dahlias,  and  in  order  to  make  it  convenient  for  my  customers  to  obtain  i 
this  kind  of  fertilizer,  I have  procured  a supply  direct  from  the  stockyards,  it  is  absolutely 
pure  and  thoroughly  kiln-dried  and  pulverized,  and  all  germs  of  grass  or  weeds  are  destroyed  I 
in  the  process.  It  is  put  up  perfectly  dry  in  100-pound  bags,  which  is  the  most  convenient 
form  for  shipping  and  handling.  It  is  so  dry  that  it  is  nearly  odorless  and  easily  handled. 
Price  for  the  Cattle  Manure,  $1.50  per  bag;  5 bags,  $6.75;  10  bags,  $12.50.  Price  for  the 
Sheep  Manure,  $1.75  per  bag;  5 bags,  $8.00;  10  bags,  $15.00.

POINTERS  ON  GROWING  DAHLIAS 

There  are  always  some  people  who  do  not  succeed  in  growing  dahlias  with  their  first  sea- 
son’s experience,  and  are  naturally  very  much  disappointed.  To  those  I wish  to  say  that  it  is 
not  due  to  a fault  of  mine  or  of  the  bulbs,  but  is  due  wholly  to  your  method  of  cultivation, 
kind  of  soil,  or  weather  conditions.  A glance  through  the  hundreds  of  letters  I receive  from 
pleased,  enthusiastic  people  who  purchase  their  stock  from  me  is  positive  proof  that  my 
stock  is  without  fault.  Exercise  a little  patience  and  a whole  lot  of  good,  common  sense,  and 
you  will  grow  as  nice  dahlias  as  anyone. 

Heavy  Soil  and  C03I  Ashes: — I receive  frequent  letters  from  people  who  plant  their  dahlias 
in  heavy  soil  and  they  produce  no  flowers,  but  an  abundance  of  foliage.  If  you  have  no  light 
soil  you  should  treat  it  as  follows:  Spade  in  two  parts  coarse  coal  ashes  to  one  of  soil,  to 

the  depth  of  18  to  24  inches,  and  then  plant  as  per  directions  elsewhere.  Dahlias  will  do 
better  in  a heap  of  solid  coal  ashes  than  in  heavy  loam.  Wherever  you  plant  them  be 
sure  to  use  plenty  of  fertilizer  and  do  not  forget  to  water  the  plants  in  dry  weather.  See 
following  directions  and  also  directions  on  page  for  watering. 


POINTERS  ON  GROWING  DAHLIAS 
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Do  not  select  rich,  deep,  heayy  soil  on  which  to  plant  your  dahlias.  Dahlias  need  light 
soil  with  good  drainage.  The  kind  of  soil  recommended  for  a peach  orchard  is  the  best  for 
dahlias,  viz.:  a hillside,  or  often  a stony  knoll  is  selected.  If  weak  soil  is  used,  an  increased 
amount  of  fertilizer  should  be  used,  and  if  the  season  is  dry  a good  quantity  of  water  should 
be  supplied. 

Watering  with  a garden  hose  is  a help  in  dry,  hot  weather,  if  enough  water  is  used,  but 
will  never  wholly  substitute  for  a good  rain. 


A good  method  of  watering  is  to  make  a basin-shaped  mound  of  earth  around  the  plant, 
about  two  feet  in  diameter,  and  into  this  basin  turn  three  or  four  water  pails  full  of  water 
as  often  as  every  three  or  four  days. 

Heavy  Soil  with  clay  sub-soil  will  usually  produce  an  abundance  of  foliage  and  few- 
er inferior  flowers.  Fertilizers  from  the  cattle  or  sheep  stable  are  best,  and  one  to  two 
quarts  should  be  applied  to  each  plant  under  the  bulb  when  planted. 

The  ground  should  be  spaded  or  plowed  to  a depth  of  about  10  inches.  When  the  soil 
has  been  properly  prepared,  and  the  hole  dug  six  inches  deep  in  which  to  plant  the  bulb,  th® 
fertilizer  should  be  put  in  and  well  mixed  with  the  soil. 

Then  the  bulb  should  be  laid  down  flat,  and  covered  to  a depth  of  4 to  6 inches. 

Never  stand  the  bulb  on  end  in  planting. 

Plant  the  hills  at  least  3 feet  apart.  Give  them  plenty  of  room,  and  plant  them  where 
they  will  have  plenty  of  sun. 

Dahlias  do  best  alone  by  themselves  out  of  reach  of  roots  of  shrubs  or  trees. 

Keep  the  ground  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds.  A frequent  stirring  of  the  surface 
is  very  beneficial.  An  application  of  some  standard  fertilizer  raked  into  the  surface  of  the 
soil  around  the  plant  two  or  three  times  during  the  season  will  be  very  helpful  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  flowers. 


Never  leave  more  than  one  or  two  stalks  in  a hill.  You  will  have  better  plants  and  larger 
flowers  if  you  will  allow  only  one  sprout  to  grow. 


Stakes  may  be  used  to  advantage  to  prevent  plants  from  breaking  down. 

For  early  flowering  they  may  be  planted  any  time  after  May  1st,  or  as  soon  as  all 
clanger  from  frost  is  passed. 

Some  people  have  an  idea  that  the  larger  the  bulb  the  better  plant  it  will  make,  but 
this  is  not  the  case.  A small  bulb  is  just  as  good  as,  and  in  many  cases  better  than,  a 
large  one. 

CARE  OF  BULBS  IN  WINTER.  After  the  frost  has  killed  the  foliage,  lift  the  clumps 
with  a spade  fork  and  allow  them  to  dry  in  the  sun  about  half  a day.  They  should  then  be 
stored  in  a place  free  from  frost.  If  an  old-style  cellar  without  cement  bottom  or  heat,  they 
need  not  be  covered,  but  if  cemented  and  heated  by  furnace,  they  should  be  covered  with  earth, 
or  put  into  a tight  box  covered  with  papers  and  cloth  to  keep  the  air  from  them  and  thus 
prevent  too  much  shriveling. 


If  dahlia  sprouts  get  too  long  at  planting  time,  CUT  them  off  near  the  base,  and 
they  will  come  again  and  make  a better  plant  than  if  the  long  sprout  is  used. 
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GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 


DIVIDING  THE  CLUMPS.  When  you  are  ready  to  plant,  the  clumps  can  be  easily  ; 
divided  by  using  a sharp  knife  and  hammer.  By  this  time  you  can  readily  see  where  the 
sprouts  are,  and  one  of  these  left  on  a bulb  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  make  a nice  plant, 
and  is  better  than  more. 

Remember,  if  bulbs  are  received  before  you  are  ready  to  plant  them,  cover  them  with  ! 
moist  earth  to  keep  them  from  drying  up. 


GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS 

IT  IS  IMPORTANT  THAT  YOU  READ  THESE  CAREFULLY! 

FIRST  OF  ALL.  Send  me  your  order  as  soon  as  you  receive  my  catalogue,  as  the 
demand  for  some  varieties  often  exceeds  the  supply,  and  those  who  order  early  are  less 
liable  to  disappointment  than  if  they  waited  till  the  rush  at  the  time  of  planting.  ORDER 
EARLY. 

If  you  do  not  want  to  spare  all  of  the  money  to  send  with  the  order,  send  the  order  i 
along,  together  with  one-quarter  of  the  amount  as  a guarantee  of  good  faith,  and  the  bal- 
ance can  be  remitted  when  you  receive  notice  that  your  order  is  ready  to  ship. 

Customers  who  are  not  personally  known  will  be  notified  when  to  remit  the  amount  ; 
of  their  bill. 

Bulbs  are  shipped  as  soon  after  April  1st  as  convenient,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

When  sending  orders  use  the  Order  Blank  furnished  with  this  catalogue.  Any  num- 
ber of  additional  Order  Blanks  may  be  had  upon  application.  When  filling  out  the  Order 
Blank,  be  sure  to  fill  out  the  Second  Choice  column  as  well  as  the  First  Choice. 


It  is  well  to  mention  the  varieties  that  you  are  willing  to  have  substituted  in  case  some  of 

those  selected  are  all  sold  out.  Or,  if  requested,  I will  select  such  varieties  as  will 

substitute  to  best  advantage.  Otherwise,  money  sent  for  such  bulbs  will  be  returned  to 
the  sender. 

SIZE  OF  BULBS.  Some  varieties  of  dahlias  always  produce  very  small  bulbs  (or 
tubers),  while  other  varieties  make  large  ones.  So  do  not  consider  small  bulbs  as  worth- 
less, for  they  are  equally  as  good  as  large  ones. 

I GUARANTEE  EVERY  BULB  I SELL.  The  utmost  care  is  always  exercised  in  select- 
ing every  bulb  I send  out,  and  every  one  is  believed  to  have,  at  least,  one  good  sprouting  eye 
that  will  produce  a good  plant  under  proper  care. 

Bulbs  to  be  replaced  after  June  1st  will  be  booked  for' shipment  the  next  season  only, 
and  in  all  cases  the  bulb  to  be  replaced  must  be  returned. 

I guarantee  all  bulbs  to  be  true  to  name  and  sure  to  grow  at  the  time  they  are  sent  out, 

but  I cannot  guarantee  bulbs  to  grow  if  kept  in  a dry  place  a long  time  before  planting. 

UNPACK  IMMEDIATELY  ON  RECEIPT. 

The  best  way  to  send  money  is  by  registered  letter,  money  order  or  express  order. 

Do  not  hesitate  to  send  small  orders.  An  order  for  one  bulb  will  be  as  carefully  filled 
as  an  order  for  one  thousand. 

TERMS:  Cash  invariably  in  advance,  or  C.  O.  D.  On  all  retail  orders  fully  paid 

for  in  advance  I will  prepay  carriage  to  any  part,  of  the  United  States.  This  does  not  apply 
to  special  offers. 


CLASSIFICATION  OF  DAHLIAS 


ATTENTION.  Orders  taken  in  the  fall  of  1914,  not  fully  paid  for,  will  be  sent  C.  O.  D., 
unless  previous  arrangement  has  been  made. 

All  bulbs  not  fully  paid  for  will  be  sent  C.  O.  D.,  unless  other  terms  have  been  agreed  upon. 

Do  not  delay  ordering  until  the  time  to  plant,  as  many  varieties  may  be  sold  out  before 
that  time.  ORDER  EARLY. 

If  bulbs  are  received  before  it  is  convenient  to  plant  them,  they  should  be  covered  witfe 
moist  earth  until  planted.

CLASSIFICATION  OF  DAHLIAS 

CACTUS  DAHLIAS  are  distinguished  by  their  long,  twisted  or  pointed  petals. 

DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS  include  loose-flowering  varieties  which  are  full  or  nearly  full 
to  the  center  with  broad,  nearly  flat  petals. 

SHOW  DAHLIAS  apply  to  those  varieties  producing  large,  round,  quilled,  well-formed 
flowers,  showing  only  solid  colors,  but  many  frequently  have  shaded  tips. 

FANCY  DAHLIAS  include  nearly  all  round,  variegated,  quilled  varieties,  although  thft 
lines  are  not  definitely  drawn  between  the  Show  and  Fancy  varieties. 

POMPON  DAHLIAS.  This  class  embraces  the  small,  round,  miniature  dahlias,  the  plants 
of  which  are  generally  of  dwarf  habit. 

PAEON Y- FLOWERED,  or  ART  DAHLIAS,  are  of  immense  size  and  have  two  or  more  rows 
of  petals,  and  are  generally  of  a flat  and  twisted  formation. 

SEMI-SINGLE  DAHLIAS,  or  DUPLEX,  are  those  that  have  more  than  nine  florets  and  less 
than  three  rows  of  florets. 

SINGLE  DAHLIAS  have  but  a single'  row  of  petals.. 

COLLARETTE  DAHLIAS.  This  class  of  dahlias  has  one  row  of  petals,  like  single 
dahlias,  and  in  addition  has  a collarette  of  small  petals  around  the  yellow  center  of  the  flower. 

NOTE — There  are  different  opinions  about  the  division  of  some  classes,  and  the  above 
rules  apply  in  general  terms. 

Have  you  read  the  preceding  pages  carefully?  Do  not  hesitate  about  ordering  Dahlia 
Bulbs  on  account  of  distance,  for  they  go  safely  by  mail  or  express  to  any  part  of  the  world.

Why  not  buy  your  dahlias  of  the  person  who  makes  a specialty  of  dahlias  and  who  grows 
them  exclusively?  Isn’t  that  a point  worth  considering? 

On  the  inside  of  the  front  cover  is  a partial  view  of  one  of  my  fields  containing  over  four 
acres  of  dahlias.  This  picture  alone  should  convince  the  most  skeptical  that  they  can  grow 
dahlias  successfully. 

There  are  always  some  people  who  do  not  succeed  in  growing  dahlias  with  their  first 
season’s  experience,  and  are  naturally  very  much  disappointed.  To  those  I wish  to  say  that 
it  is  not  due  to  a fault  of  mine  or  of  the  bulbs,  but  is  due  wholly  to  your  method  of  cultivation, 
kind  of  soil,  or  weather  conditions.  Exercise  a little  patience  and  a whole  lot  of  good  common 
sense,  and  you  will  grow  as  nice  dahlias  as  anyone. 

Anyone  who  has  a few  feet  of  garden  soil  can  grow  dahlias.  They  are  grown  entirely 
in  the  open — you  do  not  need  to  have  a greenhouse  to  plant  dahlias.  Improve  the  looks  of 
your  yard  by  planting  dahlias. 

If  you  have  good  luck  with  your  dahlias  tell  me  so.  I like  to  know  that  you  are  pleased. 
If  you  do  not  succeed  be  sure  to  tell  me  that,  for  there  is  a reason,  and  I may  be  able  to 
advise  you  concerning  it. 

Note  the  following: 

Do  not  plant  your  dahlias  in  the  shade. 

Stunted  plants,  thick  and  bushy  on  top,  with  no  blossoms,  are  the  result  of  dry  weather. 

I Guarantee  every  bulb  I send  out. 

Do  not  wait  for  bulbs  to  sprout  before  planting.  There  is  nothing  like  mother  earth  to 
sprout  them.  Plant  them  where  you  want  them  to  grow. 

The  more  flowers  you  cut  the  better  dahlias  bloom. 

If  too  many  buds  appear,  pinch  them  off. 

Dahlias  do  well  with  me;  they  will  with  YOU,  if  you  follow  my  instructions  carefully,  and 
above  all,  note  what  is  said  on  another  page  with  illustration  in  regard  to  watering.

Water- 
ing in  dry  weather  helps,  but  does  not  fill  the  requirement  for  good  rains.  The 
more  flowers  cut  the  better  Dahlias  bloom.  If  too  many  buds  pinch  them  off. 
The  rapid  rise  in  favor  of  the  Dahlia  makes  it  a great  commercial  possibility.
